COLLECTING 

Collecting  is  a reflection  of  a mental  attitude 
which  keeps  one  young.  As  Chauncey  M.  Depew, 
at  83,  said,  'Have  some  special  interest  apart  from 
your  business.  Collecting  is  the  interest. 

Collecting  keeps  one  busy  at  odd  moments  and 
the  pursuit,  study  and  research  magnifies  our  im- 
aginative, esthetic,  romantic  and  intellectual 
qualities. 

It  gives  one  a remarkable  fund  of  information, 
a varied  experience  with  interesting  objects  and 
more  interesting  people.  It  teaches  us  to  appre- 
ciate Art,  Archaeology  and  History.  The  apprecia- 
tion of  Art,  "Nature  Concentrated,"  as  Balzac 
puts  it,  is  best  expressed  in  the  well-known  and 
oft-repeated  lines  by  Keats: 

"A  thing  of  beauty  is  a joy  forever; 

Its  loveliness  increases;  it  will  never 
Pass  into  nothingness;  but  still  will  keep 
A bower  quiet  for  us;  and  a sleep 
Full  of  sweet  dreams  and  health  and  quiet." 

Archaeology  has  revealed  to  us  the  glories  of 
our  ancient  cities,  has  conserved  the  arts  pro- 
ducted  by  our  ancients. 

And  History — Carlyle's  definition  is  perhaps  the 
greatest — "History  is  a mighty  drama,  enacted 
upon  the  theatre  of  time,  with  suns  for  lamps,  and 
eternity  for  a background."  He  refers  to  history 
as  the  essence  of  innumerable  biographies,  the 
depositary  of  great  actions,  the  witness  of  what  is 
past,  the  example  and  instructor  of  the  present 
and  monitor  of  the  future.  I like  Wilmott's  expres- 
sion, "A  cultivated  reader  of  history  is  domesti- 
cated in  all  families:  he  dines  with  Pericles  and 
sups  with  Titian."  And  Fuller  expresses  a happy 
thought:  "History  maketh  a young  man  to  be  old, 
without  either  wrinkles  or  gray  hairs,  privileging 
him  with  the  experience  of  change  without  either 
the  influences  or  inconveniences  thereof."  , 

Collecting  needs  no  special  knowledge  nor  prep- 
aration. One  just  starts  to  collect.  Knowledge  of 
the  subject  will  come  naturally  with  experience 
through  the  pursuit  of  your  hobby. 

Dealers  will  sometimes  be  a source  of  informa- 
tion, but  many  dealers  are  not  well  posted  on 
the  items  they  sell.  Dealing  is  a business,  collect- 
ing an  art. 

Some  dealers  combine  the  two  and  become 
valuable  reservoirs  supplying  both  the  object  and 
the  background. 

The  collector  who  searches  merely  for  a bar- 
gain often  finds  himself  a victim  of  spurious  ob- 
jects, not  the  result  of  dishonesty  on  the  part  of 
the  dealer-seller,  merely  ignorance. 

We  who  are  interested  in  coins,  medals  and 
paper  money  take  pride  in  our  hobby — it  is  per- 
haps the  oldest  of  the  hobbies,  and  has  un- 
doubtedly contributed  much  to  our  knowledge  of 
ancient  and  medieval  history. 

Coins  alone  tell  the  history  of  the  Bactrian 
Kings,  of  the  remotest  of  Alexandrian  conquests. 
Pinkerton  observes  that  "triumphal  arches,  tem- 
ples, fountains,  acqueducts,  hippodromes,  and 
such  like — are  often  found  in  perfect  preservation 
on  medals  and  there  only." 

Coin  Collectors  from  all  walks  of  life  may  delve 
into  the  past — may  take  into  their  hands  an  in- 
animate piece  of  metal  and  two  thousand  years 
have  stood  still.
